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TICKS AND F.E.I CLASSES 





Last autumn this publication was privileged to print a series of letters 
and articles by leading owners, riders and officials concerning the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of jumper classes held under the rules of the 
Federation Equestre Internationale (F.E.I.) in this country. Also under 
discussion, as a corollary to the above, was the American Horse Shows 
Association jumper rule penalising touches of obstacles (ticks) which the 
F.E.I. rules disregard. The interest (not to say heat) thus aroused was to 
a considerable extent responsible, according to those on hand, for the 
remarkable attendance at the Jumper Forum held in January by the 
A.H.S.A. at its annual convention in Houston, at which were gathered most 
of the leading figures or their representatives in American jumper ranks. 

William C. Steinkraus, Captain of the 1960 Olympic Jumping Team 
and a member (former Chairman) of the A.H.S.A. Jumper Committee pre- 
sided. In the course of his remarks he pointed out that elimination of the 
tick rule would go far toward eliminating the deplorable practice of ex- 
cessive poling by some trainers. He also characterised penalising ticks as 


a “built-in trouble rule”. 


Mr. Otto Heukeroth, President of the Profes- 


sional Horsemen’s Association, suggested that if ticks were eliminated this 
would encourage greater participation by amateur riders. A show of hands 
at the request of Mr. John Galvin at the conclusion of the Forum estab- 
lished an overwhelming majority in favor of eliminating the tick rule. 

A show of hands following extensive discussion of F.E.1. classes show- 
ed a majority in favor of keeping such classes mandatory, but with addi- 
tional rules providing for better administration, particularly as regards 
the weighing of riders and the fixing of the time allowed to complete the 


course. 


The purpose of the Forum was partly to provide an opportunity for 
the exchange of ideas, partly to provide guidance for the Jumper Commit- 
tee charged with drafting the 1961 A.H.S.A. rules. The subsequent action 
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taken by the Committee is outlined 
in the “Summary of Important Rule 
Changes”, printed in the March issue 
of “Horse Show”, official publica- 
tion of the A.H.S.A. An official 
other than the show Steward is now 
required to weigh in and weigh out 
riders in F.E.I. classes. The provis- 
ion for fixing the time allowed for 
completing the course remains the 
same, except that, for ease in calcu- 
lation, the speed per minute is 
changed from 382 to 360 yards, fol- 
lowing a suggestion made at the 
Forum by Arthur McCashin. Added 
to this provision is an alternative, 
reflecting the pressure against F.E.I. 
classes expressed by certain ele- 
ments at the Forum, particularly 
those representing Mid - Western 
exhibitors. This alternative allows 
shows which have difficulty fixing 
a completion time to eliminate it al- 
together during the first round and 
the first jump-off, using it in the 
second jump-off only to break ties. 
In spite of the overwheiming sen- 
timent expressed in favor of aboli- 
tion at the Forum, the A.H.S.A. tick 
rule remains. Why? The British 
Show Jumping Association and the 
Canadian Horse Shows Association 
gave up counting ticks years ago. 
While it can be argued that the 
Forum represented the big, rather 
than the small exhibitors, it is the 
latter who pole far less expertly and 
“efficiently” than the big stables and 
who are therefore put at a disadvan- 
tage by the tick rule. An influential 
member of the Committee has 
pointed out that the tick rule, if 
abolished, must be replaced by an 
alternative other than interminable 
jump-offs over raised fences which

Jumpers 

From “Summary of Changes”® - The 
entire rule has been rearranged for clarity 
and to delete repetition. 

Jumps for Green horses shall be ap- 
proximately 3°9’? to approximately 4’ 
during the first round through August 3lst 
of each year; shows in session during 
or beginning after September lst may 
present jumps up to approximately 4’°3”

Bowie 

The 7th running of The Governor’s 
Gold Cup on Saturday, March 18, drew 
thirteen 3-year-olds. Run under allowance 
stakes conditions, it had an added value 
of $30,000 for a seven furlongs run. 

Jockey J. Leonard riding King Ranch’s 
Bal Musette, scored a head triumph over 
Boncrist Farm’s Nashua Blue, Bal Musette 
was making his 3-year-old debut in this 
race; carrying 110 pounds, he was the 
favorite. Nashua Blue spotted him eleven 
pounds. Mrs. W. G. Morton’s Hy-Nat 
finished in third place, a nose behind 
Nashua Blue and a neck in front of the 
fourth horse, Jaclyn Stable’s Hasty Honey. 
Racing secretary and handicapper John 
Turner, Jr. couldn’t have plotted a much 
closer finish. His handicapping slide rule 
was right in the groove. The winner ran 
the seven furlongs in 1.25 2/5 over a 
fast track, 

Bal Musette is a chestnut colt, by 
Middleground (Kentucky Derby and Bel- 
mont winner) out of Fripponne, by Shut 
Out, bred by his owner. The veteran Max 
Hirsch trains him. Bal Musette pocketed 
$22,945 for the victory. 


Gulfstream Park 
Fourteen grass runners turned up for 
the 3rd running of The Green Valley 
Handicap at Gulfstream Park, on Wednes- 
day, March 15, for a shot at the $15,000 
added money. It was a one and one-six- 
teenth miles race for 3-year-olds and 





upwards. 

Jockey R. L. Gilbert on Bruce S, 
Campbell’s Conestoga came through be- 
tween horses on the final bend in his 
ride to the wire to win by two and one- 
half lengths over G, D, Widener’s Udaipur. 
Hasty House Farm’s *Merry Top II was 
third and Harbor View Farm’s favored 
Quiz Star, carrying 123 pounds and spotting 
seven to the winner, finished fourth. The 
winner’s time for the 1 1/16 miles over 
a firm turf was 1.41 2/5. 

Conestoga is a bay 4-year-old colt, by 
Rough’n Tumble out of Ruddy Belle, by 
Errard, bred by Ocala Stud Farm, Inc. 
Eddie Yowell trains the colt. The victory 
fetched $11,250, and lifted Conestoga to 
the one hundred grand winners bracket - 
$110,842 to be exact. 


Gulfstream Park Handicap 

Nine handicap performers lined up for 
the 16th running of The Gulfstream Park 
Handicap on Saturday, March 18, A hun- 
dred thousand dollars was the added 
prize for the one and one-quarter miles 
event for 3-year-olds and upwards. 

J. J. D’Agostino’s *Tudor Way went 
into the race an odds-on favorite, carry- 
ing top weight of 124 pounds, Neither his 
backers nor the handicapper, J. P. Ross, 
Jr., made the wrong estimate, as jockey 
W. Hartack gave *Tudor Way a masterful 
ride to bring the winner to the finish line 
in hand, two lengths in front of I, J. 
Collin’s Derrick, who was so lightly 


——— — 
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thought of that he was quoted at about 23 
to one to finish first. G. Ring’s *Don 
Poggio took down show money and Calumet 
Farm’s On-and-On took fourth money. The 
winner ran the 1 1/4 miles in 2.01 3/5 
over a fast track. 

*Tudor Way is a grey 5-year-old 
horse, by Tudor Castle-Maravillas, by 
Brochazo, bred in Argentina, by Haras 
Cabo Corrientes. Mr. D’Agostino, his 
owner, trains the horse. The value to the 
winner was $74,000. 


Golden Gates Fields 

Eight 3-year-olds made up the field 
for The Richmond Handicap at Golden 
Gate Fields on Saturday, March 18, at 
Albany, California. Ten thousand was the 
added value of the purse for the six 
furlongs event. 

Jockey I. Valenzuela rode Mr. and 
Mrs. Grover D, King’s favored Pappa’s 
All to a clever one length victory over 
Land O’Lark Stable’s Lanolark. C. V. 
Whitney’s Songman finished third. The 
winning time for the 6 furlongs was 1.09 
1/5. 

Pappa’s All is a grey colt, by *Pappa 
Fourway out of *Queen of All, by His 
Highness, bred by Mr. King. The stakes 
victory was worth $6,300 to the Kentucky 
Derby nominee.

Warrenton Point-to-Point 


Ruth Kennedy 


The 24th Annual Warrenton Hunt Point- 
to-Point was held on Saturday, March 1 8th 
with an innovation for Warrenton, a flagged 
course, In all its prior races The Warren- 
ton Hunt has maintained the truly old- 
fashioned race with points designated 
prior to the start. This year, the pair 
race was still held under the old-fashion- 
ed point-to-point conditions, but the fea- 
ture race for gentlemen, owner-rider, 
minimum weight 185 lbs was over a flag- 
ged course. The races were held at Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward L, Stephenson’s Kil- 
maurs Farm where the first Gold Cup 
was held. The course was laid out in a 
figure eight with two loops of the first 
half, the jumps were either aikens or 
timber, and all were made fences with the 
exception of one timber line fence. 


Gentleman Owner-Rider Race 

Only three of the original seven entries 
faced the starter with Junior Chief, owned 
and ridden by Major George C, Fox taking 
the lead, closely followed by Robert L, 
Brown on his Little Man, a first start 
for both horse and rider. They continued 
in this order until the fifth fence which 
Junior Chief and Little Man jumped as a 
team, Over the next three fences, they 
continued to stay head and head, but as 






they pulled the hill to the line fence again 
Little Man began to drop back and Major 
Fox on Junior Chief continued to set the 
pace. The order remained the same until 
the thirteenth fence when Hurdy Gurdy, 
owned and ridden by Kingdon Gould chal- 
lenged Junior Chief, and took command, 
As they approached the last fence, Junior 
Chief made a bid to overtake Hurdy Gurdy, 
but put in a bad fence causing Major Fox 
to lose his stirrup, and the race was 
Hurdy Gurdy, by himself. Junior Chief 
finished second and Little Man was a 
distant third. The time for the about 
2 1/2 miles was 5.12. 


Pony Race 

The first race of the day was the Pony 
Race for Juniors on the flat, about a half 
mile. Seven juniors faced the starter, and 
as so often happens in pony races as the 
flag dropped Terry, owned and ridden by 
John Hughes took the lead, and never 
relinquished it. The place position was 
hard fought between three ponies, with the 
fast closing outside pony, Happy owned 
and ridden by Billy Gulick receiving the 
nod over Reporter, owned by Gerald 
Saunier and ridden by Jerry Fishback. 
Dandy Jim, owned and ridden by Scott 
Digby finished fourth.

The pair race was about five miles 
over natural hunting country, the points 
having been announced a week prior to the 
race, all contestants had the opportunity 
to lay the best plans for the course. The 
teams started at one minute intervals 
from the Kill at Kilmaurs. The first check 
point was a field at Pickett Mountain to 
the right of the house, the second the 
foot of the hill at Blythwood and the 
finish back at Kilmaurs. As the teams 
went away from the starter, pair 1, Mr, 
Harcourt Lees on George T. Walker's 
Hillbiscuit and Mrs. Lees on her own 
Cocktail took the left hand path down the 
hill to a white coop and out of sight. Pair 
2, Francis T. Greene on his Seven Seas, 
and Mrs. Joseph Rogers onher Eye Spring 
started straight down the hill towards the 
race track and out of view. Pair 3, George 
Fox on Kenneth J, Edwards’ Navaho and 
Mrs. Edwards on her Sirloin took the 
same starting line as pair 1. Mrs. W. L, 
Rochester Jr. on her Piping Bess and 
Henry J. Kaltenbach Jr. on his Shenandoah 
were the fourth pair to start, and they 
turned a sharp right and headed toward 
the line betwen Kilmaurs and Elway Hall, 
and out of sight. The last pair to start 
was Miss Elizabeth Cutting riding her 
Kentwood and Andrew Bartenstin on Mel- 
ville Church II’s Moonstone, who pro- 
ceeded to follow the line of the second

The Middleburg Hunt Point-to-Point 
on Saturday, March 18th at the Glenwood 
Park Course was the first check point 
following the Warrenton Hunt Point-to- 
Point which had been held in the morning 
hours. Some of the “starters” were a bit 
late arriving but by the time the horses 
were in the paddock for the ladies race, 
the crowd was fairly well assembled. 

The Louis Leith Cup found one and all 
gathered around the starters and after the 
scratches were official, the field number- 
ed seven, These horses lined up before 
Starter Sidney Watters, Jr. and assistant 
starter James Murphy and the weather did 
not help the situation as the rain began 
to come down steadily at this time. Mr. 
Crompton Smith, Jr. lost no time in getting 
away on top with Mrs. H. R. Fenwick’s 
Bay Barrage but over the lst jump, which 
is the regular lst jump at the hunt meet- 
ing, owner-rider Mr. Marshall Jenney 
was over on top with Take A Nip, follow- 
ed by Dr. Joseph Rogers’ on Hunton F, 
Atwell’s *Lotus IIL, Following the usual 
Middleburg timber course, the horses 
galloped downhill and then uphill to the 
2nd fence which was handled well by 
*Lotus III in the front slot with Take A 
Nip 2nd ahead of Mr. C. R. Linton, Jr. 
on C, R, Linton’s Timberline. 

This order was followed over the 3rd 
and fourth fences with Bay Barrage running 
4th ahead of Mr. Gerald Saunier on Wil- 
liam E, Schlusemeyer’s Logistics. After 
one turn of the course of seven fences, 
*Lotus III was still handling the pace 
setting duties, but over the 10th Mr. Smith 
was a close 2nd with Bay Barrage and 
went to the top on the flat upon landing. 
Over the 13th with one more fence to go, 
Bay Barrage was setting quite a pace 
and opened a gap which *Lotus III could 
not close while Take A Nip was 3rd. At 
this fence Timberline and Mr. Linton 
went down, After jumping this fence, Mr. 
D. Marzani pulled up George Ohrstom 
Jr.’s Belleau Wood who was trailing. Into 
the last fence Bay Barrage had only to 
clear this one and it was his race. This 
he did without any trouble and *Lotus 
Ill was over safely in the 2nd slot with 
Take A Nip 3rd. At this fence Logistics 
and Mr. Saunier went down. The three 
horses in front went all out in the down- 
hill drive to the stretch, but Bay Barrage 
came on to win by some 4 lengths with 
*Lotus III placing ahead of Take A Nip. 
Mr. Paul Fout brought in Mrs. Juan 
Celballos’ Barge Toter to finish 4th. 

The first two races were originally 
scheduled on the flat for ponies, but 
when only one entry appeared for the 13.2 
hands and under, Miss Pixie Loomis’ and 
her Rambler left this group to join the 
larger ponies. Under the wire the winner 
was Rambler with Master J. Prentice 
Greenaway 2nd on Blue Catch, Miss Chance 


Fenwick 3rd on Lion Bait and Miss Lita 
Phillips 4th on Red. 

Children’s hunter race was at about 
1/2-mile on the flat and three entries 
came out for this one. Miss Lee R, 
Greenaway led all the way on her father’s 
Sir Nigal to win, in front of Miss Patricia 
Keene on Cock-A-Toe Stable’s HopScotch 
with Miss Mary Clark riding Miss Jane 
Clark’s Magna in for 3rd. 

Four horses appeared for The Jour- 
ney’s End Bowl, the ladies race at the 
shortened distance of about 2 1/2-miles. 
Miss Wendy Ledyard was a quick starter 
on George T. Weymouth’s Polish Ship, 
followed by owner-rider Miss Marilyn 
Reid on Ben Cover, Miss Kathy Kusner 
on Horace Moffett’s Phalene and Miss 
Jennifer MacGregor riding J. Mallory 
Nash’s Gin Rickey. Ben Cover led over 
the lst jump in front of Polish Ship. 
After the 2nd fence, Miss Reid really let 
her horse run, opening a gap in front of 
Polish Ship and Phalene with Gin Rickey 
trailing. Phalene went to the top over the 
3rd to show the way until the 6th fence 
in front of the judges’ stand, where Ben 
Cover landed ahead with Phalene 2nd, in 
front of Polish Ship. 

Phalene again gained the front slot and 
led over the 7th and at the 8th, on top 
of the hill, continued to hold his front 
position, but in behind him Ben Cover 
really stood back and fenced. With Miss 
Kusner keeping Phalene well in front now, 
the field jumped the 1Oth. Here the trailing 
Gin Rickey hit hard behind and lost his 
rider, Miss MacGregor. After landing over 
the llth, Phalene really opened up, in- 
creased his lead over the 12th and last 
and headed for the long drive to the wire. 
Miss Ledyard made a strong bid with 
Polish Ship to challenge Ben Cover for the 
2nd position, but under the wire she was 
3rd. 

The heavyweight race was also over 
the shorter course and the two entries, 
owner-rider Mr. Thomas Beach on Big 
John and owner-rider Mr. Joseph Claffy 
on Gray Light, started and finished in that 
order. 

In spite of the rain and hail, the last 
race of the afternoon had 9 starters, the 
riders and the horses appearing to be a 
little more hale and hearty than some of 
the spectators who finally gave up because 
of the pouring rain and called it a day. 

USET rider Mr. Frank Chapot on 
Ricard R, Ohrstrom’s Beowulf and Mr. 
Samuel Branham riding Randolph D. 
Rouse’s Ranchild jumped in that order 
over the lst fence but after the 2nd fence, 
Ranchild went to the top. Far out by 
*Dillon”’ on the top of the hill over the 
3rd fence, Mr. Paul Fout had assumed the 
lead on William Howland’s Bluff Point 
with Ranchild in the 2nd slot. The 4th

The Associated Hunt Clubs Annual 
Ball was particularly gala this year. Not 
only was the planning, under the able 
direction of Mrs. John Hallinan, outstand- 
ing, but the atmosphere was something 
special. Despite the beauty of the decora- 
tions, the pleasures of drinking and eating, 
the charms of dancing, there was a feeling 
of expectant waiting for the awards. It 
was not that everyone didn’t know who the 
high point horses were, it was simply 
that we wanted the occasion to cheer the 
winners. 

A more modest man, nora better sport 
than Associated Hunts’ president ‘‘Don”’ 
Wilson would be hard to find. He rides 
for fun, and would much rather not get a 
ribbon than lose a friend. He owns a 
mostly Thoroughbred horse, named Casey, 
who started life as an Eastern Oregon 
cow horse, and who is as honest and game 
as his owner. They have won paper-chases 
and point-to-points, followed hounds in all 
kinds of weather, and generally proved 
many times over that Casey is an ideal 
working hunter, safe, sound, gentle and 
willing. When they talk about show ring 
winners being unsuitable to get out in 
rough going, they are not talking about 
this one. He is an attractive big chestnut 
gelding, and a family pet, as well. Also 
the 1960 Oregon Hunter Champion, 


The Jumper Championship was another 
extra special. About ten years ago Mrs. 
Robert Ferry decided to get for herself 
a real jumper. The first horse didn’t 
quite suit, nor the second, and the third 
might have seemed a most unlikely pros- 
pect. Mrs. Ferry was already twice a 
grandmother, and Ridge Runner had been 
captured in a band of wild horses. He 
had been broken for a western horse and 
then jumped by Barbara Worth, but was 
still something of an outlaw. He and 
‘‘Grandma” have been quite a team. For 
the past nine years they have always 
been high in the ribbons, but somehow 
when the points were added up at the end 
of the year they always just missed that 
top place. This year Ridge was 18 years 
old, and ‘‘Grandma”’ a little older. The 
bay gelding and his rider were as always 
the darlings of the crowds, Their per- 
formances have sometimes shocked con- 
servative visitors. ‘‘Grandma’’ always 
rides Ridge Runner on a plain snaffle, 
without whip or spurs. The horse jumps 
for love. The only times Ridge ever 
refuses a jump with her are when he feels 
that somehow his rider has gotten off 
balance, and isn’t ready. When ‘‘Grandma” 
is ready she drops the reins and yells! 
This may not be exactly orthodox, but you 
can’t complain about the results. They’ve 
beaten the best in the sport over all 
kinds of courses. If ‘‘Grandma” didn’t 
yell, not only would the spectators, and 
the show committees who love those paying 
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‘customers, be disappointed, but how would 
Ridge know what she wanted? While other 
riders use aids, to the ex-bronc those 
ear-splitting whoops are the equivalent of 
rein and leg. We who know them let out 
our own whoops, and ‘‘Grandma’’ shed 
a tear of excitement on that long tri- 
colored ribbon, Ridge would have liked 
the party, but it wasn’t possible to bring 
him into the ball room. 

Green Hunter Champion was a first 
year horse, Strange Intruder, a brown 
gelding owned by Don Kerron. When Don 
didn’t ride him he went into the ring 
carrying pretty Cindy Rainwater of Seattle. 
He has since been sold to Sally Mac- 
Mahan, also of Seattle. Top Green Jumper 
was The Hanibal, a big saddlebred gelding 
owned by Mrs. William Taylor. 

When all the high-point awards had 
been handed out there was yet another 
award to be made. Beginning last year, 
an anonymous group have made a very 
special award - Sportsman of the Year - 
to the man or woman who in their opinion 
led all the rest in those qualities of 
sportsmanship in victory and/or defeat, 
which set an example for us all. Of all 
the hard working, helpful and gracious 
competitors around our shows, there is 
none more so than Mr. Percy ‘‘Short’’ 
Freeman. An enormous sterling punch 
set is the perpetual trophy which ‘‘Short’’ 
took home for the year. We went home 
feeling that it had been a most successful 
evening indeed. C.R.E.

rounds, If time is to be taken, the “‘time 
allowed” should be calculated on anactual, 
but generous measurement of the course’s 
length. If the number of turns on the 
course or the size of the ring suggest 
that the calculated ‘‘time allowed’’ may 
prove unfairly short in practise, it should 
be increased by 10%. 

When FEI classes are offered, an 
official of the show other than the steward 


is required to weight all riders before 
the first FEI class. The weight of all 
riders carrying weight must be verified 
immediately upon their leaving the ring by 
the same Official. 


All Purpose Horses? 
Dear Sir: 

I was interested in the article, ‘‘The 
School Horse,” in your issue of March 
3. Caption under the photograph of the 
US Marines, Peking, China, in 1912, 
reads, ‘‘Mounted on the Cavalry-type 
‘all-purpose’ HORSES....”’ Unless my eyes 
deceive me, the animals depicted are the 
Mongolian or ‘‘China’’ ponies used in 
China before the War for racing, paper- 
chasing, polo, etc. 

Describing these ‘‘all-purpose”’ 
horses, Mr. Zoll says they could play 
polo, jump very respectably, serve as a 
charger or a Sunday hack, and gave 
faithful service on long, weary marches. 
I must say this constitutes an accurate 
description of the China pony. We who 
lived over there and rode China ponies 
have nothing but admiration for these 
little animals, seldom measuring over 
thirteen hands. Men weighing 200 pounds 
would play one pony for two or three 
chukkers on a hot summer afternoon. The 
ponies would also carry heavy weights 
in the hunting fields, jumping ditches and 
galloping over ploughed areas for an 
entire afternoon, As a member of the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps, I attended drills 
regularly with one of my ponies laden 
with the heavy regulation US Army saddle, 
a sabre, and heavy rifle. The ponies 
learned quickly and were bold and very 
handy.

Show Ring Tranquilizers 


Dear Sir: 

I am prompted to write to you from 
reading an advertisement in ‘“*The Chron- 
icle of the Horse’’, which was placed by 
Mrs. A. C, Randolph in Upperville in 
which she states that she has horses of 
various kinds for sale, and she noted 
“No narcotics or tranquilizers”. 
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This business of tranquilizers is be- 
coming a serious thing, and it is very 
discouraging that there seems to be no 
set rule about showing a tranquilized horse 
such as there is for showing a stimulated 
horse. Apparently, it is difficult to trace 
these medications, but there surely must 
be some way to deal with such asituation, 
as no argument will ever convince me 
that using these tranquilizers on a show 
horse is either sporting, honest, or is it 
the use for which these medications were 
originally intended! 

Recently, the feeling seems to be 
“Everyone else is doing it’’. This is 
appalling to me, as this attitude is grow- 
ing, and each show season more and more 
people see nothing wrong in using these. 
Unless I am very much mistaken, Sparine, 
as well as the various other drugs, usually 
need a veterinarian’s prescription to be 
purchased; therefore, is this growing 
“‘fad’’ being encouraged by the vet- 
erinarians, or is a ribbon in a show 
worth this dishonesty and deceit. 

I would be interested in knowing other 
horsemen’s views on this situation, as to 
me, tranquilizers should be classified with 
the stimulants, as far as showing and 
racing is concerned, and the tranquilizers 
should be once again restricted to the use 
for which they were originally intended 
- the sick or injured horse, who obviously 
would not be in the show ring anyway! 

I don’t like my teenager being told 
that this is the thing to do to geta 
quiet performance out of any horse, and 
that “‘Everyone else is doing it’’.

would over-face competitors, and 
that the only practical alternative is 
the introduction of a time factor, 
something which the Committee has 
just permitted shows to avoid in 
F.E.L. classes. 

We cannot agree that time is the 
only alternative, however. On the 
contrary a much better alternative, 
better for both horses and riders, 
would seem to lie in better course 
design. More spreads, more combi- 
nations, more changes of direction 
would certainly demonstrate the 
skill and training of horse and rider 
and place the best competitors far 
more effectively than stop watches 
and raising fences, even without re- 
sorting to such more difficult de- 
vices as irregular spacing and false 
ground lines. With the right to do 
so reserved in the prize list, after a 
first-of-the-show course designed to 
determine the capabilities of com- 
petitors, courses set up later in the 
show could be adjusted to fit these 
capabilities. 

Unfortunately course designers 
with knowledge, experience and 
imagination are still far scarcer than 
they should be in this country. The 
American Horse Shows Association 
has worked out a system which on 
the whole has been extremely effec- 
tive in providing us with capable 
Judges and Stewards and should be 
able to extend this so as to train 
and select Course Designers. in the 
long run it is they who will provide 
the solutions to the problems out- 
lined above. Abolishing the tick rule 
would considerably accelerate the 
process.

FRANK B, HILLS 

Frank B, Hills, manager since 1925 
of the Thoroughbred and other horse 
and pony interest of Whitney Stone, and 
the latter’s father, Charles A. Stone, 
recently died in New York City at the age 
of 70. Born at Bernardstown, Mass., 
where he was buried, Mr. Hills received 
a Master’s degree in animal husbandry 
from lowa State University and taught 
fox three years at the University of 
Delaware, In 1925 he took charge of Mr. 
Charles Stone’s farms at Shelburne, Vt. 
and Plymouth, Mass., at which time Mr. 
Stone was primarily interested in Morgan 
horses and Welsh ponies. Mr. Hills became 
secretary of The Morgan Horse Club, 
from which he resigned only recently. 

In 1926 Mr. Stone, on the advice of 
his friend the late Arthur B, Hancock, 
Sr., purchased the Morven Estate near 
Charlottesville, Va., adjoining Mr. Han- 
cock’s Ellerslie Farm.

Franklin Brooke Voss (1880-1953) was 
born in New York, At a very early age, 
with precocious ease, he started drawing 
and sketching; there was hardly a school 
book of his that was not covered with 
horses and dogs. By the time he was 
twelve he displayed real talent. After 
finishing at a private school, he studied 
drawing and painting at the Art Students 
League. His first portraits of horses 
were done when he was twenty-four, After 
that, he was kept busy painting well- 
known race horses, hunters and polo 
ponies. He had the gift of combining a 
sure and perfect knowledge of animal 
anatomy with a rare sense of artistry, 

Voss was raised in an environment 
in which horses and hounds played an 
important part. His father was the first 
secretary and treasurer of the Rockaway 
Hunt Club, This club was not far from his 
home, and Frank Voss had an exceptional 
opportunity to observe and study horses 
in action, 

A fine horseman himself, he played 
polo and rode in a few races at hunt 
meetings. He was a member of the Rock- 
away and the Meadow Brook Hunts and 
in later years, when he lived in Maryland, 
of the Elkridge-Harford Hounds of which 
his brother, Edward S,. Voss, is the 
Master. 

He died in the hunting field, January 
1953, at the end of a fast hunt while 
following the Elkridge-Harford Hounds,

Sally Coombs, the property of F, Am- 
brose Clark, was a chestnut mare, foaled 
1906, by Goldcrest out of Trusty by Tea 
Tray.
